INDICATE PRESENT 
SPELl RJAILY MILD 


COMPILATION OF PAST 
REC- 


ORDS SHOWS LOWER AND 


LONGER COLD SPELL 


Weather records are easily con- 
fused and to the average man the 
"present" spell is always the worst. 
A perusal of the records shows 
that the cold of the last month is 
nothing unusual when -compared 
with the average weather condi- 
tions here. 
During the first 17 days of this 
year the lowest temperature was 
35 recorded on the nights of Jan- 
uary 6 and 7. The minimum read- 
ings for that period ranged from 
35 to 47 and the maximum from 
45 to 74. During the same period 
in 1934 there were only two days 
In which the temperature went be- 
low freezing, the nights of Janu- 
ary 1 and 2 and the readings were 
28 and 31. Very little difference in 
the maximum and minimum read- 
ings over that period as compared 
with the same period this year 
were recorded. 
Starting on January 17 this year 
there were five successive nights 
when 
sub-freezing temperatures 


were recorded. The lowest temper- 
ature recorded in that five day per- 
iod was 16 on two successive nights. 
On almost the same dates last year 
there were six successive nights of 
sub-freezing temperatures with re- 
cordings ranging from 12 to 31. 
Freezing or below temperatures 


were recorded in 25 of the 33 days 
since January 17 this year. In the 
same period last year 20 days had 
jelow freezing readings. 


Difference In Rninfall 
The principal difference between 


.he comparative periods lies in the 
rainfall. 
In 
January, 1934, 2.90 
nches of rain fell. In January this 
year only .59 of an inch fell.1 Dur- 
ing the first 19 days in February 
last year there were 3.22 inches of 
rain as compared with .88 of an 
inch this year. Total rainfall last 
year to date amounted to 6.12 
nches and this year 1.47 inches. 
This year there were two snows of 
approximately one inch each and 
.here was no snow over the same 
jerlod last year.

"liberal aid" for the unemployed. 


Disturbed 
over 
reports 
that 


President Roosevelt might recom- 
mend a sharp cut in relief funds, 
the group is making a survey of 
need among the unemployed. Ma- 
terial is being gathei-ed from na- 
tionally known welfare workers. 


The senators are holding -their 


fire until President Roosevelt sub- 
mits his relief estimates. He has 
withheld them, and is expected 
to continue to do so as long as 
the session permits, to see how 
much of a problem will be faced 
in the fiscal year beginning next 
July' 1. 


Pending the 
president's 
esti- 


mates, members 
of 
the 
senate 


group are refusing to discuss the 
relief situation for 
publication. 


But they are making no secret 
of their preparations to do bat- 
tle in case the 
estimates are 
less than they consider necessary. 


Privately, 
they 
express 
fear 


that the announced search for 
places to cut expenses may lead 
to deep slashes in relief 
funds. 


They have heard reports of tenta- 
tive estimates they regard as in- 
sufficient. 


These senators declare that the 


problem of unemployment aid has 
diminished little, if at all. While 
the number of jobless is probably 
less than a couple of years ago, 
they say, tho number needing re- 
lief Is an entirely different mat- 
ter. They contend that continued

An Old Story In Which Vested Interests Pro- 


tested the Emancipation of a Man 
Our 


Gravest Present Social Problem Mirrored In 
Scripture.

"Gang-way for a better life for 


human beings!" 


That is the mood of the woirld 


today. It is expressed in a multi- 
tude of ways—by 
scientific 
re- 


search, by legislation in all the 
•world's lawmaklng 
bodies, 
by 


countless 
benevolent 
organiza- 


tions, by tidal religious and so- 
cial and political movements; in- 
deed, by a concatenation of the 
major forces moving in our time. 


And all of these agencies are 


following in the train of One 
•who is, In a larger sense than 
we have sometimes thought, the 
world's Saviour. 
A pictorial story embodies the 


truth, which is the current Sun- 
day school lesson. The story is 
one of pigs—and a man; and of 
the ancient clash that has al- 
ways 
existed 
between 
human 
rights and property rights. 


The Compassionate Appears. 
That Gadarene demoniac was 


a familiar sight to the people of 
his neighborhood, on the eastern 
shore of the Lake of Galilee. No- 
body did anything serious about 
it, save perhaps to throw him, 
In fear, a morsel of food. In a 
village in eastern Syria I once 
saw a man, supposed to be a lun- 
atic, wandering stark naked about 
a 
village, and with the dogs, 


seeking scraps to 
sustain 
his 


miserable existence. 
When Jesus appeared on the 


(scene at Gadara, something hap- 
pened. Christ's first characteristic 
was compassion, as it is o£ all 
His true friends. 
He was not 


affrighted by the fierce lunatic 
or his cries; nor did He try to 
pet rid of him by a bit of alms. 
Jesus went to the root of the 
trouble, 
the 
evil 
spirits 
that 
possessed the poor creature. 
In this true sense, Jesus is the 
most radical of all the world's 
leaders: He goes to the root of 
things. Some persons have com- 
plained that the Master did not 
establish new economic and so- 
cial and political systems in the 
world. He went deeper than that, 
transforming the inner spirits of 
men. 
That Is why the Jesus way is 


the safe way for our own times, 
- if we would rebuild a nobler so- 


ciety from the bottom up. We 
rightly fear the short cuts that 
threaten — revolution, 
fascism, 
communism, class war and what 
not. 
If the compassionate 
spirit 


of Christ prevails, justice will be 
done, but with good will to all. 


A Persian Incident. 
To fail in compassion is bitter 


and fundamental 
failure. 
Every 


one of us has regrets over the 
times when we were not kind and 
merciful. 
Once, speeding across 


the hot Persian desert, our car 
passed a miserable suppliant by 
the 
roadside. 
Our 
chauffeur 


would not heed my call to stop. 
'Yet I should have taken stern- 
er measures; and the memory of 
that poor, abject, suffering crea- 
ture on a distant desert 
will 
haunt me until I die. We store 
up woe for ourselves whenever 
we fail to be compassionate. 
If 


we can look upon the sufferings 
of the poor and underprivileged 
of our day without sympathy we 
•urely are not disciples of Jesus. 


A Pitiable Creature. 
This 
fierce 
naked 
Gadarene 


dweller in tombs and haunter of 
the highways, frightener of peace- 
ful folk, as he clanked his brok- 
en chains was no pleasant object. 
However, modern science would 
describe his ailment, 
he 
was 
possessed of evil spirits. Vile im- 
pulses dominated him. He was 
in opposition to all that was 
good; and he bitterly resented the 
presence and interest of the com- 
passionate Christ, as the evil al- 
ways dislike the good. 
My friend, Dr. B. O. Patterson, 


of China, tells of an almost ana- 
logous recent instance. The wife 
of a Chinese Christian seemed 
possessed 
of demons; certainly 
she was diabolical in her spirit. 
By language 
and , actions 
she 


wrought only evil, stopping not 
at the taking of life. 
Finally, by force she was taken 
to the Christian chapel, where 
the believers prayed for her day 
after day, and night after night. 
Wonder of wonders, the old spidt 


• was expelled and a new spirit Im- 
parted. 
The woman became a 


Christian, and a loving, kindly, 
helpful 
member of 
her 
house- 


hold. 
In passing, as we contemplate 


the fearsome figure of the Gad- 
arene demoniac, it Is worth not- 
ing that the only asylum for the 
insane in all the land of the 
Lord is that established In the 
Lebanon by a Presbyterian mis- 
sionary, the late Dr. Mary Eddy, 
whom I knew well. 


Into The Pigs. 
When Jesus drove the demons 


from their afflicted victim, they 
took refuge in a herd of swine 
feeding nearby, which straight- 
way rushed down the steep in- 
cline and were drowned in the 
lake, while bystanders and swine- 
herds 
looked 
on in 
affrighted 


wonder. 


Straight 
to town and to the; 


owners of the pigs—what right 
had pood Jews to bo in the pork 
business, 
anyhow?—the 
message 
came of the destruction of their 
proper!}'. Apparently, nothing was 
said about the marvellous eman- 
cipation . of the 
poor demoniac, 


restored 
to 
normal 
manhood. 


When profits are concerned, the 
first thought is seldom of the 
human values involved. 
In a contest between pigs and 


people, the pigs too often win.

The Struggle That Is On. 
Smack up against the burning 


question of property rights versus 
human rights we are brought by 
this old story from the 
life of 
Jesus. It is our day's deepest 
issue. After all these hundreds of 
years of slow progress toward an 
understanding of the value that 
God sets upon man. His 
best 


handiwork, the subject seems to 
have crystallized into the supreme 
social and political and religious 
and economic problem of our gen- 
eration. 


In this vast struggle which is 


already upon us—and it Is not 
so simple as either the social agi- j 
tators or the reactionaries would 
have us believe—there is but one 
position for a Christian to take. 
He must stand with his Master 
in devotion to a more abundant 
life for every human being. One 
of the reformers of a generation 
ago had as his slogan. "I am 
for man." Let us hold the faith 
that God is for man; and the 
hope that man will yet be for 
God.

TEACHERS.COLLEGE 
CURRICULUM EXPERT 
ADDRESSEDJEACHERS 


DR. L. THOMAS HOPKINS WAS 
SPEAKER BEFORE TEACHERS 


OF SEVERAL COUNTIES 


Dr. L. 'Thomas Hopkins, curri- 


culum expert, Teachers' College, 
Columbia University, New 
York 


C'ity, was the principal speaker at 
a meeting of teachers from Na- 
varro ind surrounding counties 
at 7:30 Tuesday evening in the 
junior high school auditorium, and 
lectured on the subject, "Aims 
and Functions of Education." The 
meeting replaced 
the 
February 


meetings of the Corsicana public 
school faculty and the 
Navarro 


County Teachers' Association. 
Superintendent W. H. Norwood 


of the Corsicana public schools, 
who was one of ten schoolmen re- 
sponsible for bringing Dr. Hop- 
kins here, presided. 
Dr. Hopkins announced in open- 
ng his lecture, that he proposed 
.o try to help the teachers see 
more clearly the alms and fune- 
ions of education, so they will be 
jotter fitted to help their pupils 
develop their philosophies of life. 
Mak'ng copious > diagrams 
and 


iptes on n blackboard, Dr. Hop- 
tins explained the various alms 
of three 
types 
of curriculum 
juilding, namely, subject, integrat- 
ng experiences and broad fields. 
He later showed that the pres- 
ent leaning in curriculum bulltl- 
'ng is toward integrating exper- 
ences and broad 
fields, rather 
than toward subject type of cur- 
riculum building. 


In his explanation of 
subject 
:urriculums, the Columbia profes- 
sor showed that It centers around 
the teaching of subject matter, 
such as pure facts concerning his- 
tory, 
arithmetic, 
spelling 
and 


many other subjects listed on to- 
day's curriculums. 


Expands Personality. 
The 
integrating 
experiences 


:ype of curriculum proposes, Dr. 
Hopkins 
said, to expand and de- 


velop the personality of the indi- 
vidual. 


"It resolves Itself into the ques- 


tion of whether we should teach 
purely factual subjects, or should 
ve teach the individual to develop 
his own personality, and to find 
outlets for his natural bents," the 
speaker said. 


Later in his address, Dr. Hop- 
kins said slnco the late World 
war it has been learned that if 


subjects are taught. 
they 
ar 
taught at the expense and to the 
detriment of the human element 
but if "humans" are taught, they 
cannot but encompass the subjer.f 
matter. 
The speaker further interpreted 


new meanings into old words 
such as "aims," "objectives" anc 
"activities," and referred to the 
fundamental theories of teaching 
as set out by Aristotle and Plato 
as contrasted to tho meanings for 
those, same words as used by 
Dewey and Kilpatrick and other 
modern philosophers and educa- 
tors. 


Able Build Own Philosophies. 
"The 
important point in this 
discussion," Dr. Hopkins declared 
"is that in the subject curriculum 
the philosophy of education or or 
life itself is known only by the 
teacher and unknown by the pu- 
pil, while 
in 
integrating exper- 


iences and broad fields curricii' 
lums the 
pupils are 
enabled 


through sympathetic help of their 
teachers, to build their own phil- 
osophies as they go along. 
In 
this way," he continued,, "when 
they reach' the top pf the plan 
they have become saturated with 
the philosophies, and it is a living 
part of them." 
In discussing tho third type of 
curriculum, that of broad fields, 
Dr. Hopkins explained it repre- 
sents, as its title suggests, a few 
large areas of study or cxper- 
'ence. 


Classified under this type, the 


speaker 
pointed out, are areas 


of life that are of extreme im- 
portance to the child, and are 
four in number. 


Social Studies. 
First, are the 
social 
studies, 


which enable the child to learn 
low to live with his neighbors, 
and how to inter-relate his life 
wii.h the lives of others. 


Second, .is man's relation to the 
universe, in which the child gets 
an understanding of the physical 
world in which he lives. 
Exper- 


ences in science, mathematics, in- 
ventions. and mechanical technol- 
ogy are all related. 


Third, are the arts or aesthet- 
es. By his study of the arts it is 
'.he objective to enable the child 
In express his own thoughts and 
ideas in music, fine and industrial 
arts, in rhythmics and dramatics, 
in a purely creative sense on one 
land, and by his study of aesthet- 
ics, the child is taught to appre- 
ciate the creations of others in 
architecture, music, paintings and 
numerous other phases of art on 
.he other hand. 


The fourth division of the broad 


Held curriculum, aa explained by 
tho speaker has to do with skill 
or tools, and encompasses read- 
ng, arithmetic, 
oral 
expression 


and written expression and other 
subiects.

In summarizing'the four phases 


of broad fields curriculum work, 
Dr. Hopkins declared that each 
of the four big sub-divisions is 
taught in relation to the others, 
with special emphasis upon the 
first and second, or map's relation 
to his fellows, and man's relation 
to the universe. 


In closing, Dr. Hopkins declar- 


ed "we know that when we teach 
cither the broad fields curriculum 
or 
the 
integrating 
experiences 


curriculum, we are developing a 
better balanced personality in the 
pupil, and 
he finds something 
worthwhile to do in life, and has 
an entirely different attitude to- 
ward life." 


One of Several Addresses. 


Dr. Hopkins was one of the fea- 
tured speakers on the programs 
of the Central Texas Division, 
Texas State Teachers' Association 
meeting last week end in Temple, 
and since then has made address- 
es upon curriculum revision In 
Fort Worth and Waco. 
He le'ft 
early Wedneday 
morning 
for 
Kuntsville, where he is schedule* 
to address the students and teach- 
ers in the Sam Houston 
State 
Teachers' College. Prom there he, 
plans to attend the 
mid-winter 
sessions of the 
Department 
of 


Superintendence of the

D.r. Hopkins is the -author of a 


book on curriculum revision, "Cur- 
riculum Principles and Practices."

and safety. 


All possible

means should be employed 
to end this hazard. And 
then attention should

centered on the human fac- 
tor, which is hardest of all

TWO-YEAR WEATHER 


FORECAST 


Weather has been the 


accidental ally of many an 
army in the course of his- 
tory. Weather helped Alex- 
ander the Great on several 
occasions. It lost a fine fleet 
for Spain when it wrecked 
the Armada on the Irish 
coast. It favored Washing- 
ton and 
enabled him to 


trick the British at Tren- 
ton. 
It cost Napoleon most 


of his army in Russia. It is 
making 
conquest harder 


now for the Italians in Ethi- 
opia. 


It is with such facts in 


mind that the United States 
Navy is studying the long- 
range weather forecasting 
of a man who says he has 
a formula for determining 
the weather two years in 
advance with 65 per cent 
accuracy. 


If he is right, his fore- 


casts can be put to many 
uses. The first suggestion 
made seems to arise 
from 


the imminence of war in a 
large part of 
the 
world. 


War maneuvers could be 
planned months in advance 
and could be halted easily 
or earned out successfully 
if there was a really accur- 
ate foreknowledge of weath- 
er. 


Of course, there is always 


a chance that some govern- 
ment will get hold of the 
precious formula, or 
will 


evolve one of its own. In 
that case, there would be 
tw armies or two navies 
playing the game according 
to the weather. Then where 
would the advantage lie? 


It would be more profit- 


able to use the advance 
weather information to help 
with normal activities, en- 
abling people to plan meet 
ings, pageants, conventions, 
vacations, parades, and so 
on for the periods of fine 
weather. 


One good result is antici- 


pated from the current old- 
fashioned winter. Many in- 
sect pests which have been 
thriving during recent mild 
•winters will be killed by 
the severe cold since Christ- 
mas.

federal 


government, at least tem- 
porarily, and this

the ruling lately

This rul- 
ing, unless overthrown by a 
higher court, will make it 
very embarrassing for men 
and women divorced in Re- 
no and remarried to live in 
or pass through 
Illnois.

DECISION IN TVA 
CASE PUTS NEW LIFE 
IN NEW JEAL PLANS 


TENNESSEE VALLEY EXPERI- 
MENT TO BE DUPLICATED 


IN. MISSISSIPPI VALLEY

New dealers, hailing the supreme 
court's TVA decision as a signal 
victory for their vast power pro- 
gram in the Tennessee Valley, 
pressed on today with their drive 
for a "planned future." 


Though 
strictly 
limited 
In 


scope, the decision put new life 
into proposals on Capitol Hill to 
duplicate the 
Tennessee 
Valley 


experiment elsewhere in the na- 
tion, notably in 
the 
gigantic 


Mississippi Valley. 


Administration officials declared 


the 8 to 1 decision upholding the 
right of the government to man- 
ufacture, transmit and sell power 
from the great Wilson Dam, at 
Muscle Shoals, Ala,, would turn a 
flow 
of 
cheap 
electricity 
into 


thousands of southern homes. 


Spokesmen for the power in- 


dustry were silent. 
The decision 


caused dancing In the streets of 
Florence, Ala., a community vital- 
ly affected by the TVA program, 
n Wall street utility stocks drop- 
ped yesterday after rising when 
speculators guessed wrong on the 
forthcoming decision. 


All sides agreed that the decis- 


ions read by Chief Justice Hughes 
before a tense, ' packed 
court- 


room—with only Justice McRey- 
nolds dissenting—was a 
victory 


for the new deal. How broad a 
one it was remained in dispute. 


It was evident that many ques- 


tions Involving TVA must await 
future supreme court 
answers. 


The court, calling special atten- 
tion to the limited scope of the 
opinion, ruled only on constitu- 
tional Issues raised by TVA's con- 
tract to buy power 
lines 
from 


Alabama Power company and sell 
surplus energy to the company. 
Did Not Rule on Constitutionality 


The court said it did not rule 


on the 
constitutionality 
of the 


TVA act. Besides power develop- 
ment, activities carried on under 
the act include the building up of 
domestic Jndustries to supplement 
agriculture in providing jobs, im- 
provement of housing and educa- 
tion, flood control, 
reforestation 
and a drive against soil erosion. 


Senator Norrls (R-Neb), author 


of the act, and administration of- 
ficials, said all power 
projects 


now under construction in this 
valley and 
In the west would 


prove valid as measured by yes- 
terday's decision. 


At the same time new dealers 


wondered whether they faced the 
indefinite delays involved in prov- 
ing the constitutionality of each 
project. 


Senator Dickinson of Iowa, re- 


publican 
presidential 
aspirant 


and foe of the TVA program, de- 
clared many government activities 
in the Tennessee valley had not 
been ruled upon. He also asserted 
the decision left no consttiution- 
al ground for the gigantic Passa- 
maquoddy tide-harnessing project 
in Maine.

bound to benefit. Others held, it 
took the wind out of the sails of 
those seeking to make the su- 
preme court an issue in the cam- 
paign.

preme court today invalid- 
ated Oklahoma's $30-month 
old age pension law. 


In an eight-to-oae decision, 


the court held that Gover- 
nor E. W. Marland had dis- 
obeyed the law when he called 
an election on the question be- 
fore the sufficiency of initiative 
petitions had been determined. 
The opinion did not go Into the 


question of the validity of the 
pension act istelf. 
The justices 
based their ruling entirely on the 
legality of the governor's act. 


Governor 
Marland 
announced 


in advance of the court's decision 
that the $30 a month plan would 
not be revived 
and reinitiated 


should the court hold it invalid 
bi't that a new pension measure 
would be sought. 
The governor Indicated the new 


law would provide a $15 monthly 
pension, to be matched by a feder. 
al pension from the state. 
The $30 monthly pension law 
was passed by the voters at a 
special election last September, 
Governor Marland by executive 


order placed the question on the 
state ballot after It apepared that 
a check of the petitions to deter- 
mine their sufficiency would pre- 
vent a vote at the September elec- 
tion. 
Side by side with the $30 pen- 


sion law on the September ballot 
was a second Initiative measure 
providing $15 pensions for 
the 


aged. The larger pension law was 
approved, however. 


Merchants and state business 


men registered objections to the 
law because It placed a gross In- 
come tax on their business of from 
one-eighths of 1 per cent to 2 per 
cent. 


Assoclted Industries of Oklaho- 


ma and others carried tho battle 
against the law into the state su- 
preme court.

If a bad debt were allowed as a 


deduction, without regard to the 
vear when it became worthless, 
such charges could be accumulat- 
ed to be deducted in a year when 
there was a large income.

income tax return. 


Customs duties paid by a per- 


son on articles Imported for his 
own use are deductible. 
Admis- 


sion taxes, imposed on admissions 
in excess of 40 cents, are deduct- 
ible, but the taxpayer must show 
that account haa been kept of the 
amount paid. Taxes In club dues 
are deductible by the member pay- 
ing them. An individual may de- 
duct the tax on his telephone 
conversations, radio messages, tel- 
egrams and cables, and on the 
rent of his safe deposit box. 


License fees exacted by a state 


or city upon certain businesses 
are deductible as taxes. Automo- 
bile license fees are ordinary tax- 
es and deductible. Postage is not 
a tax and is not deductible. In 
general, taxes are deductible only 
by the person upon whom they 
are imposed. 


Under the Hevenue Act of 1934, 


no federal estate taxes, or succes 
sion taxes, or gift taxes are de- 
ductible on any income lax return. 
The federal taxes on automobiles, 
gasoline, and liquor are imposed 
upon the manufacturer, producer, 
or importer, and are not deduct 
ible by the purchaser or consum- 
er. Whether or not the gasoline 
tax or the sales tax levied by a 
state may he deducted by the in- 
dividual purchaser depends upon 
the terms of the state law impos- 
ing the tax. consequently the right 
to the deduction, as between pur- 
rhaser and seller, varies in the 
different states.

Deduction For Interest. 


Amounts paid or accrued with- 


in the taxable year 1935 as in- 
terest on 
indebtedness are 
de- 


ductible, with certain exceptions 
from gross income In determin- 
ing net income. Such items in- 
clude interest on borrowed money 
to defray personal expenses, and 
on money borrowed for the pur 
chase of real or personal prop- 
erty. 
If a person owes money 


on a lien or mortgage note on his 
home, the amount of the interest 
may be deducted. Indebtedness 
however, need not be evidenced 
by Hen, judgment, or mortgage 
to make the interest on it de- 
ductible.
